The Royal Hoſpital at Chelſza, in the County of Middleſex, 
hunded by King Charles the Second; carried on by King James 
ke Second, and now perfected by the late King William and 
buen Mary, is ſeated upon a piece of Ground, whereon a Build- 
ngformerly ſtood, which was deſigned by King James the Firſt, 
ra College of Divines, to defend the Reformation of the

[cheat to the King. It is about a Mile from the Suburbs of

199. is [alſo ſaid to have deſir'd Preachers from P. Victor, wh 
went into Scotland and planted: Chriſtianity in that Country 
Theſe Preachers are ſaid to have lived in Parity, without an 
Epiſcopal Government, nor is any Biſhop ſaid to have come ii 
to Scotland. before Palladins, = was ſent by P. Celeſtine 1 
Convert the Scors in the Year 431. And this Account, tho! ſup 
ported by no Author who lived within 1200 Years after Chril 
is greedily taken up by all the late Scorch Hiſtorians ;,'and th 
Presbyterians in Scotland have made uſe of it as an Argume 
to juſtify their Eſtabliſhment, which they would have to 
Tooked upon not as an Innovation of their own, but as the RY 
ſtoration of the moſt ancient Church Government that was ev 
ſet a-foot in North Britain.

Fiſtops turned Proteſtants, and they were continued in their

frmarrying the Queen to the Earl of Bothwel, but was reſtored 
win, and being an eminent Lawyer, continued long a Lord of 
tte Seſſion, and is marked in the Rolls of Parliament as a Bi- 
bop; Cordon ſoon fell off to Queen Mary, and probably relapſed 
bPopery.

Lady, and yer more haſty Marriage with the Queen, and li 
inducing the Nobility to ſubſcribe Bonds, declaring their Ap 
probation of that Marriage, put every thing into a Flame; th 
Queen was forced to quit Her Army, and leave Bothwel to ſhif 
for himſelf; and ſoon after She reſigned Her Crown to Her 80 
and the Nobility and Great Men engaged themſelves under 
Bond to Crown the Child, and to ſtand by him. This was don 
in 1567, and Papiſts as well as Proteſtants ſigned the Bond. Thi 
Aſſociation did not indeed long continue in its full itrengthif 
for before the meeting of the Parliament in December 1567, ſo 
fell off; and after the Queen's eſcape from Loch-levin, many emf 
nent Men of both Religions joined to Her. In this time, chil 
Aſſembly met and paſt ſeveral Acts relating to the Church, U 
verſities, Colleges, Schools, and the Patrimony of the Church 
to which they aſſigned the Thirds of great Benefices, and fon 
ſmall ones: Theſe Thirds were ill paid in many places, a 
abfolutely denied to be collected in others. The Earl of Murr 
who was made Regent, was violently oppoſed, but by degre 
he maſter'd his Enemies, and the generality of 'em ſubſcribed 
Bond in the Year 1568, to maintain the King's and the Regent 
Authority. The Queen after the defeat of her Army at L 
fide, May 13, 1568. fled into England, where ſhe obtained fro 
Queen Elixabeth a Commiſſion ro fame of Her Subjects to he 
the Complaints of the Queen of Scots, againſt Murray (Her NY 
tural Brother) and his Party. The Engliſh Commiſſioners wouli 
not own themſelves to have a Power to decide between the 
tigant Parties. The Regent juſtified his Proceedings, but rel 
ſed ar firſt to give in a particular Charge againſt his King's Ml 
ther, and his own Siſter. But the Engliſh not promiſing ta 
they would ſtand by him, he and the Queen of Scors Comm 
oners went to London, where he was forced to give in his Chan 
againſt the Queen , before Queen Elixa beh.

| T HE Women in Scotland have as great Privileges as in at 
other Nation. I ſhall begin with their Precedency. W 
men before their Marriage have Precedency by their Fathe 
Title; but there is this Difference betwixt them and the M. 
Children, that the ſame Precedency is due to all the Daughte 
that is due to the Eldeſt, though tis not ſo among Sons. 
During Marriage the Wife regularly participates of the Co 
dition of her Husband by the Civil Law and Law of Nation 
for ſince ſhe is to be ſharer in his Misfortunes, the Law thoug 
it juſt that ſhe ſhou'd participate of his Advantages. In Fro 
the Wives of thoſe who have Dignity, by their Office enjoy tf 
ſame Precedency with their Husbands, together with a Coſ 
munication of their Titles, and therefore they ſay Madame 
Chanceliere, Madame la Preſidente ; but it is not ſo in Sola 
where Offices are believed to be beſtowed on Husbands upoul
